PORJO RICO BILL 


WILL BE AMENDED 


SERIOUS DEFECT IN IT WITH 


REGARD TO FRANCHISES. 


Chairman Cooper is in Favor of Cor- 


recting the 
Measure—Dangerous 


Power 
Is Given—However Safe- 


guards Must Be Provided at Once to 
Check Monopolies. 


Washington. April 20—A 
serious 


defect in the Porto RICHD bill recently 
passed has been discovered, and efforts 
are now being made to remedy it as 
quickly and efficaciously ae possible. 


This defect applies to the almost un- 


limited power in the hatide of the execu- 
tive council of the island government in 
the matter of granting franchises. 
The 


executive counoii consists of eleven men, 
of which six will form a majority. 


Control Glvintr of Franchises. 


According to the bill, six of the coun- 


cil shall be citizens of the countrv and 
five native inhabitants of Porto" Bico. 
The majority of the council will there- 
fore 
control 
the 
franchise-granting 


power, an-1, irrespective of who these 
men may be, there is buc one opinion 
among the lawmakers here about such a 
policy. Leading members of the senate 
and house were busy today in investi- 
gating this matter. They agreed that 
the entire idea is diametrically opposed 
to the theory and intentions of the 
government of the United States and 
immediately started to work to 
formu- 


late a scheme for remedial legislation. 


An Chairman Cooper Views It. 


Chairman Cooper of the insular com- 


mittee, pointed out that land tronopolies 
could go ahead and operate so as to obtain 
claim on every foot of soil in the island; i 
that stocks could and -vould be watered, 
and bond dividends be liberally scatter- 
ed. ''The people o£ the island would 
soon not have a foot of land' to stand 
on" is the way he put it, "and the range 
of possibilities as to the operations of 
corporntions and trusts cannot be esti- 
mated." 


The most popular suggestion provid- 


ed for an ameddment to the present 
laws whereby certain restrictive pro- 
visions shall be added to prevent cor- 
porate abuses in the granting of fran- 
chises. 


Such a Thing Uiihcurtl Of, 


"Restrictions that will absolutely per- 


vect any abuse of corporate power" must 
be had to rill in the gap of the law," 
said Mr. Cooper. 
"I do noc care to go 


on record os favoring any one of the 
suggestions made here today, but gener- 
ally speaking I hold that to give un- 
restricted power to a few men in mat- 
ters of such gigantic importance is be- 
yond the scope and theory of our laws. 


. "Such a thing is unheard of in any of 


our states, and while Porto Kico is in a 
class by itself, the fact remains that no 
such authority should be delegated to a 
small set of officers, irrespective of how 
honest and upright these officers will 
be."

Most ot these- are of heroic si/.e, and 
mauy of them are exquisitely modeler.1 
figures. 
All have been placed to tho 
test advantage,, some as .the central 
ornaments to facades, others on sep- 
arate pedestals and again others ctowu 
columns or capitals.

grounds will ba like a stroll through 
some vast salon of statuary. Those 
•who hurry on to sec the interiors of 
the buildings and do not pause to view 
these masterpieces from famous stu- 
dios will miss imicli. 


One of the most striking pieces is 


that which crowns the chief entrance 
to the grounds. It is a female figure ot 
heroic si'/.e which- typifies tlie city of 
Paris.
